Let it be close enough to the big folks’ garden so 
that he will feel secure, squatting on his haunches 
there, becoming intimate with clods and angleworms. 
sut let it be far enough that he may learn the utter 
loveliness of grubbing the ground alone. 

Let it be his kingdom, where he is absolute swagger- 
ing potentate. And let it be his farm where he can 
plant and tend his crops, and reap a bountiful harvest 

of radishes, and weeds, and lettuce and carrots and 
snails, and little jingling rocks, and dreams. 

Let his equipment for this patch be his own bright 
rake, and a red-handled shovel, and a hoe, a trowel, 
a watering can. And a mother’s love. And a dad’s 
sage advice. 

Let him have, of course, many gaily colored packets 
of seeds, to rattle and show to his friends—and open, 
and spill, and strew in his wobbly rows. And let these 
seeds be good lively seeds, eager to reach their roots 
into the soil, quick in their climb toward the sun.

New, more sensitive chemical tests have shown that there’s enough 
poison in one drop of DDT solution to kill a quarter million flies.

Whitewash to save sugar 


More than a million pounds of sugar can be saved each year by 
whitewashing the surface of piles of sugar beets awaiting process- 
ing, the U.S.D.A. has discovered. Enough sunlight is reflected 
away instead of absorbed to keep the pile 20 degrees cooler and 
save 8 to 10 pounds of sugar each day for every ton of exposed beets. 


More castor oil for America 


Castor oil will be more plentiful in the United States. America’s 
boys and girls won’t be cheered by the news, but automobile-race 
drivers and farmers will smile broadly. Castor oil makes a top- 
quality oil for precision motors. And farmers will find castor beans 
a profitable crop—now that the U.S.D.A. has discovered a way to 
breed castor beans sure to bloom and produce their oily seeds. 


Sulfa drugs for more bread and cake 


There’ll be less wheat spoiled during storage, thanks to use of a 
sulfa drug. Dusting the grain keeps it from heating while piled 
awaiting grinding into flour, so says Minnesota’s biochemist Max 
Milner. The particular sulfa drug used is odorless and tasteless, 
harmless to humans at the rates used. 


Not many sweet flowers 


Seven in 10 flowers are fragrant, reports perfume expert Arno 
Muller, who recently tested 1,266 kinds of flowers to measure their 
perfume quality. But only 1 in 20 was as sweet-smelling as helio- 
trope, and only 1 in 100 had the illusive orange-blossom odor. 
Almost half the plants had a fruity fragrance in their leaves, tho 
1 in 6 smelled like cabbage to Muller’s nose. One in 10 rated as 
pleasantly spicy. 


Tomato patrol to watch for “Irish Famine” 


Spurred to action by last year’s $50,000,000 loss when the deadly 
late blight disease swept thru America’s tomato fields, the U.S.D.A. 
has geared up special teams of scientists to keep a constant watch 
for the dread disease. Just 100 years earlier, the same fungus 
raced across Ireland, killing the potato crop and causing the Irish 
Famine of 1846. Since then potato growers have been warned to 
apply sprays any time an epidemic seemed imminent. Now 
tomatoes will get similar protection. 


Good targets for lightning 


Tall oaks, standing alone, are the usual victims of lightning. This is 
the conclusion of 125 members of the National Shade Tree Con- 
ference who kept track of the lightning damage in 29 states during 
the last 10 years. Only 1 in 25 strikes hit a tree shorter than its 
neighbors. 

Thirty kinds of trees were hit. More than twice as many oaks as 
elms, the next most numerous victims, were hit. Once hit, oaks had 
only a 50-50 chance to live. Maples were rarely hit, but they had 
only one chance in three to recover. Not one of 4,000 trees pro- 
tected by lightning rods was hit, altho nearby trees were struck.

Isaw a new “heat pump’’ doing just that. It can 


cool your house in summer, too. And as for cost, 


it seems to be within the reach of most families 


I SAW something new in home 
heating a few days ago. I visited a 
two-story frame house in St. Louis. 
It was being warmed with heat 
pumped out of the ground. 

There wasn’t any flame or 
smoke. With visions of clinkers 
accumulating at home, I noticed 
that there wasn’t any dirt. It wasn’t 
even necessary to flick the thermo- 
stat down at night; the. machine 
did it instead. 

And next summer, when most 
St. Louis residents are sweltering, 
this house will remain cool. The 
same pump will be pushing heat 
from it back into the ground. 

It looked good, but I was still 
skeptical. So I visited the General 
Engineering and Manufacturing 
Company (Gemco), where the heat 
pump will be mass-produced start- 
ing in September. There, company 
ofhicials answered the big question. 
They assured me I could afford to 
buy and run a heat pump on my 
very average salary. 

By then I was ready to believe 
the postwar world might offer me 
something more than a ball-point 


pen. 





This is the heart of the new heat pump. The compressor is below the 
dials being used for testing, and one of the water tanks is to the right 
of the dials.

I knew, of course, that the idea 
of borrowing heat from the earth 
in winter, and paying it back in 
summer, wasn’t new. In reading 
up on the subject, I found that 
Lord Kelvin, who invented the 
electric refrigerator, called the 
heat pump “tomorrow’s method 
of heating’ some 90 years ago. 
Tomorrow was just a bit slow in 
arriving. 

Kelvin suggested merely that 
electric refrigeration be reversed 
and used for heating, which is 
essentially what the heat pump 
does. It was actually done for the 
first time in 1934 by the American 
Gas and Electric Company. 


Bur nobody seemed able to get 
rid of the bugs. Electricity to drive 
the pumps cost too much. It was 
difficult to burrow deep in the 
earth for heat. Machines to con- 
vert the earth’s heat into warm air 
were elaborate, and demanded 
the constant, loving care of an 
expert. 

Gemco seems to have done a 
good job of ironing out the bugs. 
Today there’s just one big question 
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—electricity cost. Utility company 
officials must be willing to grant 
the heat-pump user a rate of about 
1 cent per kilowatt-hour. 

So.far as I can learn, that isn’t 
unreasonable. Users of large 
amounts of electricity usually get 
a special rate, and rates have been 
dropping consistently in recent 
years. If I can get that rate, the 
cost of running my heat pump the 
year around will be less than $150 
a year. 


I COULDN’T blame Gemco offi- 
cials for not quoting an exact price 
for their heating plant, the Mira- 
cula. ‘‘We can’t even guess what 
steel will cost next fall,” they said. 
But they assured me the unit, in- 
stalled, will cost less than a con- 
ventional heating plant and an air 
cooler, operated independently. 

When I pressed them to be more 
specific, they said the first units off 
the assembly line will probably 
sell for from 50 to 75 percent more 
than a conventional heating plant 
alone. 

But for those extra dollars, here’s 
what I'll get: 

1) Complete winter heating and 
summer cooling. 

2) Flameless heat that requires 
no attention, gives off no fumes or 
smoke and hence requires no 
chimney. 

3) A clean, quiet plant com- 
pletely sealed shut. 

4) Filtered air thruout the house, 
with humidity automatically con- 
trolled. 
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Your tome ........ 


5) Peace of mind—there’s no 
fire danger, with the possible ex- 
ception of an electric short circuit. 

6) An important “‘extra”—con- 
stant hot water at no additional 
cost. 

7) A heating plant contained in 
a neat cabinet 6 feet high, 4 feet 
long, and 2 feet deep, installed in 
about two days. 

This past winter, the pilot model 
cost about 40 cents a day to run, at 
1 cent per kilowatt-hour. Summer 
cooling will cost less. I inspected 
charts which showed the house 
temperature remained exactly 70 
degrees, even when the outdoor 
temperature was zero. 

_The Gemco plant gets its heat 
from two sources—half from the 
earth and half from the electricity 
which drives the compressor and 
circulating pumps. When the 
house temperature rises beyond 
the point at which the thermostat 


is set, the heat pump reverses itself 


and pumps heat back into the 
ground. 


I VISITED with the two men who 
perfected the heat pump. Gemco’s 
general manager, Willard Vogel, 


calls them “the Henry Fords of 


this generation.” 

The company president is quiet, 
self-effacing John H. Schreiber, 
son of a German-American ma- 
chine designer. He holds a fistful 


of patents on his inventions. His 


dream today is a gigantic produc- 
tion line, almost totally mech- 


anized. ‘Machines [ Turn to page 126

$60 for food; $4.50 recreation; $2 
church; $1 charity; $10 clothes; $5 
doctor; $8 meals out; $12.50 upkeep 
of 1937 Ford; $4 husband’s tobacco;

He 
can eat only one meal at a time, 
sleep in one bed, wear one suit of 
clothes, and ride in one car.

Body finish. Finish is dulled in two ways: By traffic film, accumu- 
lated grease and dirt that won’t wash off, and by chalking, similar 
to the chalking of house paint. You can minimize chalking by 
parking in the shade whenever possible. To remove chalking and 
traffic film, use a cleaner made for the purpose, not soap or hot 
water. Then wax, and rewax every two or three months. Or use 
one of the double-duty products that clean and wax at the same 
time. Between waxings, wash only with plain, cold water. Cars 
should never be washed when metal is hot from the sun.

(This is also best for leatherette or straw-weave seat covers.) With 
a soft brush or sponge rub a small area at a time, with the pile, not 
against it. Scrape off lather with a spatula. Wipe with damp 
sponge, then a dry cloth. Brush with a whisk broom while surface 
is still damp, and again when dry. If pile does not stand erect, 
steam with damp cloth and hot iron. Cotton-fabric seat covers can 
be removed and washed in a machine. Put them back on while 
damp to assure a snug fit. Warning: Don’t use chlorine or other 
bleaches to clean upholstery. It may destroy the color.

Again, avoid 
letting the cleaner flow from the 
cloth to the carpet, for many auto 
carpets are backed with a rubber 
compound, and a solvent will 
make them a gooey mess. Wipe 
rubber mat under driver's feet 
with lukewarm water or use mild 
soapsuds if needed. Do not use gas- 
oline or volatile cleaning fluids.

ie THE 1947 Who’s Who there’s a man 
you may never have heard of unless you’re 
a garden lover. Yet recording what this 
man has done for the world takes 6 inches, 
as much space as Who’s Who devotes to 
Robert Taft, Thomas Dewey, and Henry 
Wallace put together. 

That man is J. Horace McFarland, now 
88, printer, photographer, crusader, and to 
gardeners everywhere the Grand Old Man 
of Gardening. For nearly three-quarters 
of a century he has bent his talents to 
developing a more beautiful and satisfy- 
ing America for you to live in. 

If you have ever skated or played tennis 
or baseball in a public park, if you have 
ever found surcease in a municipal rose 
garden, if you have ever motored the 
broad, smooth highways of our national 
parks and gloried in the uncommercialized 
grandeur, you have felt this man’s imprint 
upon our time. 


Ar THE turn of the century McFarland’s 
home town, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, was 
contentedly drinking unfiltered water from 
the Susquehanna River, after it had re- 
ceived the untreated sewage of 24 cities 
and towns upstream. In those days three 
deaths a year from typhoid were considered 
proper in a city of 50,000 like Harrisburg, 
but typhoid in Harrisburg had killed 27. 
“Municipal murder,’ McFarland cried. 
“Does not a modern city owe its citizens 
more than dirty, unpaved streets and ty- 
phoid-laden water?” 

McFarland photographed up and down 
the dump-lined, foul-smelling Paxton 
Creek that spilled two-fifths of the city’s 
sewage and excrement right down thru 
town to the Susquehanna. 

He photographed the grassy, tree-shaded 
banks of the Susquehanna above town. 
And he photographed, for contrast, the 
dump-strewn, billboarded banks of the 
Susquehanna within town.

L DOESN’T matter how you arrive, by train or bus, by 
airplane, or in your own car.

Pick choice, red-ripe, best-to-eat 
berries; work with speed and care; 
package properly. And you can have 
strawberries and cream and straw- 
berry shortcake—the real thing 
next winter. 


Reason for the rules. [There are 
chemical changes in both fruits and 
vegetables which bring about ripe- 
ness, full flavor, then overripeness. 
Freezing stops this chemical action. 
Package and freeze quickly at the 
top eating stage, and you'll have top 
eating quality. Simple as that. 


Variety you pick is important. Ber- 
ries red all the way thru, of fine 
texture and full flavor, are best for 
freezing. Berries should be a brilliant 
red from stem to tip, firm-ripe; never 
overripe, soft or dark. When the 
weather makes them ripen fast, 
check patch often and gather fruit 
daily. If you buy berries, ask the 
market to call you when they arrive. 


Do your picking early in the 
morning. Cool berries washed in 
cold water and handled promptly 
freeze more rapidly. And the faster 
the freeze, the better to eat. Pick 
into small boxes to prevent crushing. 
Because crushed or cracked berries 
lose both color and flavor in the

washing. If you have several quarts 
to freeze, store them in refrigerator 
until all are gathered. Then sort, 
discarding the damaged ones. 


Labels. While you're at it, might as 
well do a little researching. On the 
label, jot the contents of the package, 
kind of season (wet, dry, hot, etc.), 
amount of sugar—any information 
which will help you improve the 
product or your freezing technique. 
How to Freeze Straw- 

berries—Step by Step 
I Handle with a light touch. Sec 
photograph below. Keep the fingers 
outstretched and swirl the berries 
thru cold water (add ice on a hot 
day) to remove sand and soil. Be 
gentle, be quick. Gentle because 
berries bruise easily. Quick because 
they'll get water-soaked if they linger 
in water. Leave the green caps on so 
berries won't lose color. Wash a pint 
at a time. Drain in colander.

Ik YOU'VE cut the first tender 
asparagus shoots as they poked up 
thru a spring garden, cooked them 
briefly, then eaten them with fresh 
melted butter or rich cream sauce, 
you know asparagus at its 
That’s the asparagus you're trying 
to capture for your freezer.

Be ehoosy. Pick plump, fast-grow- 
ing asparagus. Cut it daily, early in 
the morning when the shoots are 
crisp. The stalks toughen rapidly and 
lose flavor after they’re cut. So that 
means get asparagus frozen within 2 
to 3 hours of the cutting. Twenty 
minutes is better. 


Break off the ends. Use both your 
hands. Grasp the butt end of the 
spear with one hand, the tip end 


with the other; bend sharply. The 
spear will break where the woodi- 
ness ends, the good eating begin: 
Now cut the asparagus the approxi- 
mate length of the freezing carton. 
The tender trimmings you could 
have for lunch, or freeze them, too 
in separate cartons, to be used for 
soups and salads. 


Wash carefully. Rain’s apt tospat- 
ter garden soil under the paperlike 
scales on asparagus, so wash it 
thoroly. You may have to scrape the 
scales off, to get rid of the grit. Sort 
stalks in large and small sizes.

have appetite and aptitude, that’s 
probably just what they would do. 

In music you can give your boy 
and girl a gift that lasts a lifetime. 
Music will comfort them in hours of 
loneliness, give release to pent-up 
emotions, and most of all, provide 
comradeship with other music- 
lovers. 

Most of us are musicians at heart. 
We all hum or whistle—off-key 
perhaps—when we feel gay. Perhaps 
we sing at our work, or in the bath- 
tub. In any case we’re trying to 
satisfy our longing for expression. 


Tuts universal instinct can be en- 
couraged by starting children early 
on musical instruction, based on 
their aptitudes as shown by simple 
tests, then guiding them gently thru 
necessary practice sessions. An in- 
terest in music, once acquired, will 
enable your boy or girl to fill leisure 
hours with a wholesome, broadening 
hobby which will act as insurance 
against the temptations of empty 
idleness. 

Nearly every high school has its 
swing band and/or hobby orchestra 
composed of teen-agers, who not 
only are having fun themselves, but 
are also providing wholesome fun 
and entertainment for their friends. 

These are the youngsters who 
have their spare time so filled with 
band practices and _ get-togethers 
that they have no time for loafing 
at the corner drugstore or snorting 
around the city in a car. These are 
the boys and girls, who regardless of 
whether they are rich or poor, good 
students or fair, handsome or plain, 
are sure to have loads of wholesome 
fun. 

Are you thinking, ““That’s fine for 
those with musical ability, but what 
about the others?” 

There are no others. According to 
the best authorities, all youngsters 
have a certain degree of musical 
aptitude. Thaddeus P. Giddings, 
supervisor of music in the Minneap- 
olis public schools for 34 years, and 
co-founder of the National Music 
Camp at Interlochen, Michigan, 
says that every normal child can 
learn to play an instrument. 


Tus puts the whole problem right 
back into the laps of us parents. For 
unless we start Bill or Sandra out on 
a musical instrument when they’re 
young, they'll not be far enough 
along to earn a place in the high- 
school band. And they won’t enjoy 
music as a hobby unless they’re able 
to play fairly well. 

But before you start them on any 
instrument, give them an aptitude 
and suitability test to determine the 
instrument for which they’re best 
fitted. Such tests are given in many 
public schools today. However, 
they’re so simple that you can test 
your own youngsters, even if your 
knowledge of music stops at ““Three 
Blind Mice.” 

There’s the “ear test.”’ Ask Bill to 
sing the scale—any child from the 
second grade up will know what you 
mean. Next have him sing intervals

His 
sense of timing can be improved with 
a little practice. Even tho he may 
have little ear for music, if he has 
rhythm he can play the percussion 
instruments—and even some of the 
wind ones in which the pitch is de- 
pendent on valves. No youngster 
gets a bigger kick out of music than 
the guy who can beat the drums 
with gusto. 


Aut suitability tests consider the 
structure of the player’s mouth 
before choosing a wind instrument. 
Most people know that wind instru- 
ments include woodwinds and brass- 
es, but not everyone realizes that 
there are different types of mouth- 
pieces, some better adapted than 
others to your boy and girl. 

The brasses, which include the 
bugle, trumpet, French horn, trom- 
bone, tuba, and baritone, have cup- 
shaped mouthpieces. When played 
the flare edge of the mouthpiece is 
placed tightly against the lips, which 
in turn are pressed tightly against 
the teeth. Therefore, it is easy to 
understand that if Bill has prom-

inent upper teeth or a protruding 
jaw or uneven teeth he should not 
even attempt to play a horn of this 
type. For, no matter how hard he 
practices, air will escape thru his 
uneven teeth, and his efforts will be 
met with indifferent success, ending 
in discouragement. 

If Bill must pass up the brasses, 
there is still the whole group of 
woodwinds, which he may prefer 
anyway; saxophone, clarinet, oboe, 
bassoon, and English horn. These 
instruments have mouthpieces which 
are placed between the teeth. On 
the flute, piccolo, and fife, the notes 
are produced by blowing across an 
opening near the upper, or left- 
hand, end. The structure of the 
mouth is not so important a factor 
on any of these. 


AvrTHorirties differ as to the 
exact age at which Bill or Sandra 
should begin to study music, but all 
are agreed that they should start 
young. For a wind instrument, 9 is 
perhaps the average age at which 
boys begin tooting, but boys of 8 can 
master a horn if they are really 
anxious to learn. On the other hand, 
we have known boys who began the 
study of a wind instrument at the ages 
of 11 or 12 and by consistent work be- 
came outstanding players by the 
time they were in high school. Much 
depends upon the individual child. 

Our neighbors’ boys began with 
the piano at the age of 5. The older 
ones took up wind instruments when 
they were 9. From our own experi-

ence, we have found that when 
youngsters start early, much of the 
tiresome technique and slow finger 
work is thoroly mastered before too 
many outside interests interfere. 

Matt, our 14-year-old neighbor, 
volunteered this sage advice to his 
mother concerning his little sister’s 
music. ‘“‘Mother, it’s swell to start 
her lessons early. She'll be thru with 
the drudgery before she knows any 
better.” 

Between the first music lesson and 
the time when Bill or Sandra will 
claim music as a hobby is the big 
hurdle of practicing. Most children 
like music lessons, but it is equally 
true that they dislike practicing. It 
is equally true, too, that much of the 
dislike will disappear with the right 
approach. Practicing can be made a 
social time between mother and 
child if mother practices some of the 
wiles that she uses on father to get 
the lawn mowed. 


To INSURE real progress, you 
should not only practice with your 
children, but should also be present 
during music lessons, listening at- 
tentively because children do not 
always remember all of teacher’s 
instructions. Unless they’re watched 
while practicing, they’re bound to 
work in mistakes which later must 
be practiced out. Then, too, by 
working every day with the child, 
one soon learns what parts need ex- 
tra practicing and what parts do not. 

Do not let the fact that you have 
had no musical education yourself 
deter you from practicing with your 
youngster. If you will go with him 
to his music lessons, you can absorb 
enough musical knowledge to help 
him practice. In addition, real in- 
terest on the part of Dad or Mother 
makes Junior feel that his music 
lessons and practice are of real im- 
portance. 


Ir IS a good idea not to make prac- 
tice time too long. Two 15-minute 
periods a day are better than one 
half-hour period. For instance, a 
friend of ours says, “Our 7-year-old 
practices 15 minutes in the morning 
before school and 15 minutes at 
noon. Then the practicing is out of 
the way when the neighborhood kids 
are free to play. On Saturday we 
practice right after breakfast and 
lunch. If the fellows do arrive before 
we have finished, we switch to some 
familiar tunes which Sonny can play 
well, and which the waiting boys 
like to sing. 

Practicing can be made a sociable 
time, and before you realize it your 
Bill and Sandra will be playing in 
the school band or orchestra, or in 
some swing band gotten up by the 
crowd. And they'll be getting valu- 
able lessons in democracy by learn- 
ing to cooperate and to do their part 
wholeheartedly. 

Someone has said that music is 
the fourth material want of our 
nature—first food, then raiment, 
then shelter, then music. How nat- 
ural, then, that music should be a 
safe, pleasant, and perhaps a lasting, 
all-absorbing hobby for your child!

Rockaby 
Bassinet 


By Dick Ramsell 


Any sentimental father can make 
this cradle-bassinet with ordinary 
white pine and a 24-inch basket. It 
will rock or stand firmly on the 
floor. 

Start with the rockers. Work out 
half of the pattern; then turn it over 
to be sure both sides are alike. Put 
both rockers in vise together as you 
plane and sand the bottoms. Now 
build framework (see below). 

Brace between rockers swings out 
to steady cradle. Rubber buttons on 
the ends keep it from scratching the 
floor. When it swings back, wooden 
blocks on underside of main cross- 
board stop it so the cradle will rock 
smoothly. 


Next put a piece of plywood in 
the bottom of your basket and nail 
thru to framework. Hoops for can- 
opy can be made from half-inch 
strips of plywood screwed or bolted 
to the basket. — 

Lay a baby sheet over the basket. 
Now push a pillow or baby pad 
down inside, leaving edges of the 
sheet draped over the sides. Skirt 
is gathered onto a heavy drawstring 
or elastic band. If it sags, anchor 
with a few thumbtacks. 

The first plywood brace runs thru 
canopy hem, the second supports 
cloth. Gather material into folds and 
tuck under skirt. Tie a little bow on 
the top, and it’s ready for Baby.

Fool the Moths! 


By Jessie Prather 


SrorING woolens safely against moths protects a large in- 
vestment of precious dollars and shopping hours. First kill any 
existing moths by washing or dry cleaning, sunning and 
brushing, fumigating. Then keep new moths out by sealing 
woolens in a tight chest, closet, or taped garment bag. The 
efficient Mrs. at work below shows you exactly how. Read 
about her foolproof anti-moth methods. She helps you select 
your storage spot, suggests right fumigant for each need. 














Wash or dry-clean woolens to be 
stored; kills moth eggs and larvae 





Sun and brush just before storing 


I. Wash or dry-clean before put- 
ting away is the first rule for safe 
storage of woolens. Food and grease 
spots are moth picnics. Cleaning 
solutions or suds kill moth eggs and 
larvae. Also your dry cleaner has a 
special solution for treating fabrics to 
make them moth-resistant. After 
cleaning or treating, he will be glad to 
put clothes for storage in sealed bags. 
That way they'll stay moth-free. 


2. Sun.and brush just before wrap- 
ping or storing, when you’re not seal- 
ing articles immediately after clean- 
ing. Bright sunshine destroys new 
larvae, causing them to drop from 
clothing. Take care not to fade your 
bright colors, tho! Let your brush 
finish the demothing job. Brisk 
brushing in every seam and pocket 
dislodges and crushes moth eggs and 
larvae. Turn down bands and cuffs, 
and whisk briskly. 


3. Select right container. [hos 
articles you wash or clean at home, 
you may seal in garment bags as the 
dry cleaner does, or pack in well- 
built chests or boxes. (Dresser 
drawers are not tight enough to keep 
moths out.) Line your container 
with paper. You can get DDT- 
treated and cedar paper. 

Large-top glass jars are handy 
holders for small articles—the seal 
bars moths; glass sides provide 
quick inventory. New garbage cans 
are cheap, tight containers for 
bulky snowsuits, blankets, and army 
uniforms. 

Place these storage containers in 4 
cool, dry spot. Mildew, next to 
moths, takes the greatest toll in 
fabric damage. There is a product 
on the market that rids walls, floors, 
and fabrics of mildew fungi. Scrub 
your storage area or closet with 4 
solution of it, as directed. Spray 
fabrics that are colorfast and nol 
harmed by water. 

You’re lucky enough to have 4 
spare closet that you can devote 
solely to storage? It'll save boxing 
and space juggling. You may hang 
unwrapped garments in it, and 
fumigate the entire closet. First 
clean the closet thoroly and seal any 
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Follow these five easy steps when you put away 


your woolens. They’ll be safe for the summer 


cracks in the plaster with commer- 
cial filler. Equip doorframe with a 
rubber or felt gasket, against which 
the door can be shut tight at all 
points. 


4. Fumigate thoroly, one of sev- 
eral ways. There are naphthalene or 
paradichlorobenzene crystals, DDT 
inoil solution, aerosol bombs. Or use 
your vacuum cleaner demothing at- 
tachment according to manufac- 
turer’s directions. 

Shake naphthalene or paradi- 
chlorobenzene crystals between each 
fold of woolens stored in boxes and 
trunks—be generous. Spray gar- 
ments to be stored in bags or hung in 
storage Closets. with 2-percent DDT 
in oil solution (read the label). Use a 
continuous-motion hand sprayer or 
vacuum-Cleaner sprayer to produce 
a fine mist. Give attention to every 
seam and pocket. 

A 2-percent solution will protect 
a garment in a sealed bag or closed 
closet for a whole storage season, 
even as long as a year. A more con- 
centrated solution may produce a 
white “‘bloom” on fabric, as excess 
DDT crystallizes to a powder. 

On the walls and floors of a stor- 
age Closet, use a: 5-percent DDT 
solution for added protection. Squirt 
behind baseboards, in all crevices 
and floor cracks to kill any larvae 
lurking in the dark. 

Finish up the job with an aerosol 
bomb, if you like. After killing any 
possible larvae by a direct spray of 
DDT in oil solution, release a bomb 
as manufacturer directs. Produces a 
quick anti-moth air mist. It’s very 
eflective against adult clothes moths 
who dare enter. 

A new 3-way bomb on the market 
does both direct spraying and air 
vaporizing. Its ““anti-moth ammuni- 
tion” is divided into three bulbs 
the first fumigates your empty stor- 
age closet or storage container, the 
second bulb sprays cracks and crev- 
ices harboring moths, and the third 
bulb sprays clothing. 

You may prefer to create a stor- 
age closet atmosphere unhealthy to 
moths with naphthalene or para- 
dichlorobenzene crystals. Measure 
your closet to determine the amount 
to use, and allow 1 pound for every 
5 to 100 cubic feet. Place on the 
top shelf, or hang in big cheesecloth 
bags from hooks. The fumes crystals 
give off stop moth larvae from feed- 
ing, and kill them when proper con- 
centration is reached. 


5. Seal storage container next. 
After fumigating closet, close door 
ughtly. For added precaution against 
moth entrance, you cover the door 
crack all around with gummed tape. 
If necessary to open the closet dur- 
ing storage period, renew fumiga- 
ton. An easy way is to release a new 
aerosol bomb. _—[ Turn to next page

When garments are protected by 
sealed bags, see that the bags are 
perfectly closed around the hanger 
and at the bottom. Gummed or 
cellulose tape seals openings effec- 
tively, keeps moths out. 

Boxes, trunks, and chests used for 
storing woolens should be well built 
and have tight-fitting lids. If con- 
tainer cover does not close snugly, 
seal with gummed tape. If it is a 
cardboard box, you should wrap it 
in heavy paper, then seal with 
gummed tape. 

Mark your package content on 
the visible side. When stacking 
boxes, label box ends. Or for Mrs. 
Shorty, who stores her boxes on a 
shelf, a label on the bottom is a 
stretch-saver. She just pulls the box 
out far enough to read the bottom- 
side label! Labeling the most con- 
venient way saves breaking open 
several storage containers to find 
what you want. That seal is impor- 
tant for moth defense—keeping 
them out is easier than killing them 
off! 

It’s not hard to keep those pre- 
cious wools safe for the summer. Dry- 
clean or wash, sun and brush before 
putting away.

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Don't Let Moisture

Here you see what happens when moisture condenses and freezes under 
siding during the cold winter months and melts the following spring 


Dvrinc cold weather, moisture 
collects under siding or shingles and 
freezes there. With the return of 
warm weather, this ice melts (see 
above). The water, gathering pig- 
ment and dirt, runs out between 
joints leaving unsightly coffee-col- 
ored streaks. 

Sometimes moisture passes thru 
the siding, gathers in blisters under 
the paint, and eventually forces the 
paint off in scabby patches. 


Where does the moisture 
eome from? 


It comes from the air inside the 
house. Water vapor enters the air 
from many sources—cooking, dish- 
washing, laundering, breathing, 
bathing, and evaporation from 
flowers and plants. It may come 
from pans of water on radiators, 
used to keep humidity high. 

In homes built years ago, there 
was considerable leakage of air and 
vapor; inside humidity was low 








during cold weather. Now homes 
are built more tightly. Air leaks are 
cut down by better construction, 
weatherstripping, and storm win- 
dows. So there is higher inside 
humidity. It is this humidity that 
causes most of the trouble. 
Cold-weather condensation isn’t 
limited to wood homes. It also occurs 
in those built of brick, tile, and con- 
crete. Millions of dollars are spent 
each year for painting, redecoration, 
and repair because of the disfiguring 
action of condensed moisture. 


What can you do? 


If you live north of the dark area 
on the map (below), you should 
have protection against condensa- 
tion. Vapor barriers on the warm 
side will keep water vapor out of 
walls, attic, and roof. Barriers may 
be of two kinds—sheet material 
nailed to the inside face of studs, or 
suitable paints or coatings on the 
inside wall surface.

For homes already built, the paint 
coatings are far more practical. 
Some vapor will work thru any 
barrier, but the amount is too small 
to cause trouble. Sheathing paper 
used under siding, however, should 
be waterproof but permeable to 
vapor, or moisture will be trapped 
within the wall. Tar paper and 
slaters’ felt meet these requirements. 
Vapor-resistant paper may trap mOis- 


ture and cause wood parts to decay. 

Most roofing materials are vapor- 
resistant, so vapor passing thru the 
barrier is trapped. If the space unde: 
your roof is well ventilated thru 
windows or louvers, however, you 
will have no trouble. 

It doesn’t cost much to instal!

CHILDREN outgrow their clothes.

Muppte names are a habit that 
many people are breaking.

Girls frequently 
drop their middle names when they 
marry and substitute their maiden 
names. 

Giving a child a first name and 
calling him by his middle name can 
also be bothersome and confusing. 
Call him by his first name. 

Few parents consider initials, but 
it is important not to give your 
youngster initials that spell an em- 
barrassing word or syllable. In 
school, initials are commonly used, 
and other children will pick up 
amusing combinations and your 
child may find himself with an ob- 
jectionable nickname. 


Ir YOUR last name is long, choose 
a one or two syllable first name. If 
you possess a one syllable last name, 
use a longer first name. Beware of too 
many or too few syllables. Too many 
are a pest each time they are written, | 
but one syllable in both names is apt 
to sound like tick-tock. 

You have no way of knowing 
whether your child will like or dis- 
like the name you select for him to 
carry thru life. All you can do is use 
one you really like after you have 
chosen it with real care and thought- 
ful consideration. 
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“Frankly, Mother, I think one of us 
oughta put Dad straight on this 
matter!”

don’t make mistakes,” he told me. 

Gemco moved into a new plant 
recently, and Schreiber’s cot had 
to move along. When he is pursuing 
an idea, he stays on the job day 
and night, catching cat naps 
between calculations. 

The other half of the team is 
Gemco’s chief engineer, Swiss- 
born Ernest Gygax. He’s an air- 
conditioning expert with a watch- 
maker’s love of fine machinery. 
The refrigeration compressor he 
helped develop is beautiful—so 
vibrationless I stood a nickel on 
edge on top of it while it was run- 
ning. Even when the motor started 
and stopped, the nickel didn’t fall 
over. 


Witnoutr going into technical 
details, I think I can give you a 
pretty good idea of how the Gemco 
heat pump works. 

In one set of pipes, circulating 
water goes into the ground after 
heat. These thinly spread heat 
units in the water are then picked 
up by a circulating refrigerant, 
freon gas, and compressed. Heat 
from the electricity driving the 
compressor is added. Then the 
whole load of heat is handed to a 
second water circuit, which car- 
ries it to a coil where it’s trans- 
ferred to the air that warms the 
house. (See sketch, page 15.) 

Each water circuit is sealed, so 
I won’t have to anticipate buying 
a lot of water, or having a lot of 
“used”? water to dispose of. 


Germco engineers didn’ tlike the 
idea of digging an expensive well 
to get heat out of the ground. So 
they worked out something new. 
The water that goes down in the 
ground circulates in a single pipe. 
It makes the trip down in a thin 
tube in the center of the pipe, and 
returns around the outside of the 
tube, absorbing the earth’s heat on 
the way. 

One man can put in this ground 
piping in less than a day. First he 
cuts a small hole in the basement 
floor. Then, with the aid of water 
pressure from an ordinary tap, he 
pushes the pipe down into the 
ground. If the ground is soft and 
sandy, one pipe might go down 
far enough to do the job. But if he 
hits rock, he merely fans out sev- 
eral short pipes instead. 

“We decided to do it the simple 
way,” Schreiber told me. 


I LEARNED that the ground tem- 
perature in St. Louis, below the 
frost line, averaged 60 degrees this 
past winter. Temperature of the 
water circulating in the ground was 
raised only 2 degrees. But the 
amount of heat taken out of the 
ground is determined by the volume 
of water circulated, not by the 
temperature change. 

As this earth-warmed water 
comes up into a tank, the heat is 
taken out by the refrigerant, freon 
gas. Then the refrigerant moves 
into a compressor where it is 
placed under tremendous pressure,

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raising the temperature still more. 
The compressor motor is cooled 
in a flowing bath of freon gas. The 
motor heat absorbed by the gas is 
added to the heat from the earth, 
so there is full use of all energy. 

Then the refrigerant moves to 
the second water tank, where it 
gives up its accumulated load of 
heat. As it returns to the first tank, 
the heated water is moving up into 
a coil where it heats air being 
blown into the house. This hot 
water could just as well flow thru 
radiant-heating pipes and heat 
rooms directly. 


Tuo it remains to be done, there 
seems to be no reason why a stor- 
age tank for household hot water 
couldn’t be placed on this sécond 
circuit. The hot water is there; it 
might as well be used. 

That’s how the heat pump 
works. For summer cooling, it just 
reverses itself and puts the heat 
back in the ground. 

Tho I may be able to afford a 
heat pump, I’ll have to build a new 
house to make the best use of it. 
My 1920 model just isn’t tight 
enough around the eaves to make 
summer cooling practical, nor are 
the heating ducts large enough for 
summer cooling. 

But if I do build a new house, 
using a heat pump, my architect 
can do some pioneering. He won’t 
have to worry about chimneys or 
movable windows. His job will be 
to produce a house as nearly air- 
tight as possible. With it, I'll be 
able to relax in perfect comfort the 
year around, without the slightest 
concern for what the thermometer 
outside is doing. 


Tuo that’s still a dream, it may 
become reality soon. It’s encour- 
aging to note that Gemco isn’t 
alone in tackling the heat-pump 
problem. 

For moderate climates, the 
Drayer-Hansen Company of Los 
Angeles is producing a unit that 
takes its heat from outside air 
(Airtopia). The Muncie Gear Works 
of Muncie, Indiana, has devel- 
oped a water-to-air unit (Marvair) 
that submerges a water pipe in a 
drilled well to a depth of 200 feet. 
In a unit developed by the Terra- 
Temp Company of Indianapolis, 
the refrigerant itself is circulated 
thru a buried coil.

Like many couples who build their own homes, 
George and Evalyn Timby of Amarillo, Texas, chose 
the Cape Cod style. Thus they brought a touch of New 
England to the broad plains of the Texas Panhandle. 

Architect Harold Walsh and his contractor, G. R. 
Gardner, closely followed tradition. The lamppost near 
the front gate, the name plate on the door, and the 
oxcart weather vane on the garage are all authentic 
Early American. A white picket fence, flecked with 
clusters of Paul Scarlet roses, is an added touch. 

The interiors follow the same pattern—structural 
beams across the living room, random-width planked 
and pegged floors, black hardware, and ornaments of 
brass, copper, and iron. The lighting fixtures thruout 
the house are polished brass. All of the doors have the 
traditional six panels. 


In DECORATING the house, Evalyn Timby used blue 
as her basic color, with touches of gray, mauve, white, 
and yellow for contrast. Blue-and-white braided carpet- 
ing covers all floors from wall to wall except in the living 
room, where braided rugs are oval to show off the sur- 
rounding flooring. Wallpaper is blue or gray with small 
figures. 

Tho their home is not large, the rooms are. The 
dining room is smallest, but actually it is a part of the 
living room, separated from it by a ceiling beam. A 
Dutch door which opens into the kitchen makes serving 
easier. The kitchen is long, with the end opening onto 
the terrace reserved for breakfasts and quick lunches.

The 36 miles between Banff and 
Lake Louise are paved. Beyond, the 
highway is gravel, dusty at times, 
and even the repair gang, which got 
under way again last summer, has 
not yet caught up with the tiny but 
agitating bumps caused by moun- 
tain torrents and freezing. Actually, 
much of the road is straight, level, 
and fairly smooth. Nowhere is it less 
than 22 feet wide, few grades exceed 
a comparatively easy 8 percent, and 
even over the highest passes sound 
engineering gives you a feeling of 
confidence. There are service sta- 
tions at Banff, Lake Louise Station, 
Saskatchewan River, Columbia Ice- 
fields, and Jasper.

My HUSBAND insists I should 
own a controlling interest in at 
least one cup hook factory, con- 
sidering the number of hooks I’ve 
bought in the last six years. But he 
admits cup hooks really are a neat 
and simple way to keep your small 
utensils in place. 

We recently moved into our new 
home—a modern, compact house 
where everything must have its 
place. So I bought 10 cards of cup 
hooks (five to the card) and 10 
screw eyelets. Then I went to work. 

I equipped one cupboard for a 
baking center. Two large hooks 
screwed into the underside of the 
cupboard hold my glass measuring 
cups. I bent the hooks enough to 
accommodate the thick cup han- 
dles. On the wall under the cup- 
board hang various-sized measur- 
ing cups and spoons. Other hooks 
hold pastry blender and egg beat- 
er. A rolling pin will hang if you 
screw a metal eyelet thru the end 
of the handle. Likewise, the pastry 
brush and rubber scraper. 

In the cupboard handy to the 
range are hooks for my small skil- 
lets and pressure saucepan. A spe- 
cial hook in the corner holds the 
pressure gauge, where it’s handy 
but safe. 

Under the sink, hooks hold the 
dish drainer, dish pan, and kitchen 
brushes. 

In the medicine chest, extra 
small hooks hold the bathroom 
scissors, nail clippers, and tooth- 
brushes. 

In the broom closet, hooks hold 
my broom, apron, wax applicator, 
and all general cleaning brushes. 

On the back of the door hangs a 
pad of paper and pencil for my 
grocery list. 

Three cup hooks fasten my shoe- 
bag on the bedroom closet door. 
The bag can be removed easily for 
laundering, and put back on with- 
out a mar to the woodwork. Shoe 
brushes hang alongside. 

To sum it all up, cup hooks 
aren't just for cups! They’re at 
home anywhere you use small 
equipment or things that hang.

How to Paint Outside 





Cracks around windows and doers: Thoro preparation is es- 
sential if you want to do a good painting job. Before you open a can 
of paint, fill cracks around window and door openings. You’ll save 
fuel next winter if you make certain that wintry breezes stay outside. 

A pressure gun (above) does the most satisfactory calking job. But 
if you can’t borrow or rent a gun, you can apply calking compound 
with a putty knife. In that case, tho, be sure to buy the heavier type 
of calking compound—putty grade. 


Blistered paint: When 
paint on the outside of a 
house is badly blistered 
or cracked, it must come 
off. The best way of re- 
moving it is burning, but 
unless you’re an expert 
with a blowtorch, call 
for professional aid. 

Old paint that is badly 
stained by mildew or 
dripping water can be 
cleaned with a solution 
of trisodium phosphate. 











Wire-brush surface: If 
exterior paint has worn 
away evenly, with few 
bad breaks, you can pre- 
pare the surface for new 
paint. A thoro job of 
wire-brushing will do it, 
plus sanding of rough 
spots and scraping of 
areas where the paint has 
cracked, scaled, or blis- 
tered. After brushing, fill 
cracks and nail holes with 
putty, dust with a wide 
brush, and you’re ready 
to paint. 
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Start at the top: On outside surfaces, smooth, even, back-and-forth 
strokes will take you the farthest. Dust the surface as you go, and 
brush the paint well into the wood. Start at an upper corner, so paint 
has no chance to spill onto finished work. Paint in the shade, and 
you'll be more comfortable and get a better job. Allow plenty of time 
for drying between outside coats; 48 to 72 hours is none too long. Pray 
for clear weather, and never, never apply any paint when there is the 
least bit of moisture in the wood. 


Unpainted lumber: If 
you are painting new ex- 
terior lumber, follow this 
procedure. 1) Remove 
all dirt, 2) brush over all 
knots and sappy places 
with turpentine or sol- 
vent naphtha, 3) coat 
these with spar varnish 
(right) and let dry, 4) ap- 
ply the priming coat, 5) 
fill cracks, joints, and nail 
holes with putty, and 6) 
apply the finishing coat. 

















Replace old putty: 
Don’t neglect chipped 
putty when you _ are 


painting window frames. 
Scrape out old putty 
down to the wood, coat 
with linseed oil, and ap- 
ply new putty. When you 
paint, be sure to get a 
paint seal between putty 
and glass so rain can’t 
spoil your handiwork.

How to care for brushes: When you stop for lunch, wrap them 
tightly in paper. At the end of the day, suspend them in the proper 
solvent (one way is shown). At the end of the job, clean them thoroly 
—with turpentine, benzine, naphtha, or white gasoline for oil paints; 
soap and water for water-mix paints; denatured alcohol or liquid 
varnish remover for shellac; lacquer thinner for lacquer. 





How to take off wailpaper: Old wallpaper should come off before 
you paint. Plenty of hot water will loosen it; at the left above, water 
is being applied with an ordinary garden sprayer. If the paper still 
sticks, add a little vinegar to the hot water and scrub over the paper 
with a stiff-bristled brush. When the paper is loose, scrape it off with 
a wide-bladed putty knife. (right). 

Always try first to take the paper off dry; water might stick loose 
paper back on. You might want to rent a steam paper remover and 
strip the room in a hurry. Tight, smooth paper with butted joints can 
be painted over, but removal later will be difficult. And it may take 
two coats of paint to hide figures. Turn to page 171

How to refinish old linoleum: Paint it a solid color with floor 
enamel. For mottled effect shown, daub a contrasting color on a flat 
board. Pick up some enamel from the board with a rubber sponge or 
crumpled wrapping paper, and pat it on the floor. Make sure the 
surface is free of wax, dirt, and grease before you paint. 





Hew to refinish lawn furniture: For cither metal or wood, clean 
the surface well, sandpaper lightly, and apply enamel undercoat, fol- 
lowed by one or two coats of good, quick-drying enamel. 

If metal has begun to rust, scrub off rust spots thoroly with steel 
wool dipped in kerosene (left). Let dry, and touch up spots with red 
lead or metal primer (right) before painting. 





Interior walls: It’s comparatively 
simple to get texture and eliminate 
brush marks and sags. Just roll over 
wet paint with a wood cylinder roll- 
er covered with carpet or crepe 
rubber. Coat the roller with paint, 
and stipple as the job progresses. 
When you reach this stage in the 
painting job, don’t attempt to work 
around furniture, even if it’s well 
covered. Move furniture out of the 
room, and you'll work faster and 
better.

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Sereens and wicker furniture: If you have a vacuum cleaner with 
a spray attachment, painting them is a cinch. Use the spray to blow 
out dust, then spray the enamel on. Usually one coat is enough. You'll 
find many other jobs where you can use a sprayer. Ask your dealer 
if the paint needs thinning for spray purposes; usually it does. 


Floors, woodwork, and furniture: Open-grained woods like oak, 
mahogany, and walnut require the use of a paste filler to cork up pores, 
whether you are refinishing furniture, floors, or woodwork. Flow the 
filler onto the surface so as to have a surplus, then brush across the 
grain. When the filler is partly dry, rub across the grain with a piece 
of burlap (above), then rub with the grain. Any filler that dries on the 
surface must be sanded off. 

If you want to preserve the grain of the wood, instead of painting 
Over it, apply oil stain with a cloth. You can control light or dark 
shades by wiping on excessively or lightly. Then seal the stain in with 
a thin coat of shellac. 

For furniture, two more coats of shellac, with light sanding between 
Coats, will finish the job. Floors and woodwork may be finished with 
varnish, wax, or clear lacquer. 

If you decide to varnish, work in a warm, well-ventilated room, 
using a brush that is absolutely clean. Never use a thinner, as varnish 
is prepared ready for use. And don’t try to patch places needing more 
varnish until the first coat is thoroly dry.

Nor long ago, a homemaker in 
Memphis was cleaning a mattress. 
The vacuum cleaner was served by a 
faulty extension cord. To get more 
freedom of movement, she picked up 
the cord, at the same time touching 
a metal part of the bed. 

The newspapers called it “acci- 
dental electrocution.” 

You can’t blame the vacuum 
cleaner. This woman probably had 
noted that the extension cord needed 
repair. But she made the common 
assumption that the household elec- 
trical circuit is harmless. True, the 
accident depended upon a combina- 
tion of circumstances to set the scene 
for the tragedy. It is one of many, 
tho, which prove that even a 115- 
volt current is capable of killing. 

Low-voltage currents actually 
| provide a greater hazard than high- 
voltage currents of heavy transmis- 
| sion lines. This doesn’t mean high- 

tension wires are safe. But chances of 
ecovery from high-tension shock 
ire better. One study showed the 

covery rate for accidents involving 
high voltages was 62% percent; 
with low voltages, it was only 39 
percent. Thus currents offering the 

ereatest danger are the least feared. 
[his is the current carried by the 
extension cord. 


In THE conventional method of 
| wiring homes, one of two wires in 
| the circuit is grounded to a water 
pipe. Contact with the grounded 
side is not dangerous; it’s touching 
the live wire that gives you the 
shock. But unless you know which is 
| which, you stand a 50-50 chance of 
catching the wrong one. Then you 
| become the ground, and carry the 
full voltage thru your body. 

You’ve probably experienced the 
tingle of an electrical shock. If you 
| weren’t touching a conductor, the 
| worst result was a slight burn. But 
it’s not the burn that kills; it’s the 
effect of the current on the heart. 

A current follows the shortest 
route thru the body between the 
two points of contact. If, in so doing, 
it passes thru the heart, the result 

may be sudden death. The heart

contains its own delicate electric 
system, causing contractions which 
force blood thru the body. When 
that system is upset by an artificial 
current of the low voltage type, the 
normal wave of contraction is inter- 
rupted, and the blood stream comes 
to a virtual standstill. And when the 
blood stream fails to deliver oxygen 
to the brain for from three to five 
minutes, death results. 


More than half of all electrical 
accidents involving low-voltage cir- 
cuits occur with extension cords, 
Why? Because with fixed equip- 
ment, you must go to the source of 
electricity to get into trouble. With 
the extension cord, you carry your 
trouble right with you. 

The great convenience of the ex- 
tension cord makes it impractical to 
think of abandoning it. Proper 
precautions can and should be tak- 
en. Here are eight rules: 

1. If a cord becomes frayed or 
noticeably defective, don’t use it, 
Get it fixed by a competent repair- 
man, or get a new cord. 

2. Make sure the appliance is 
switched off before the cord is pulled 
from the tonvenience outlet.

3. Disconnect all extension cords 
not in use, pulling the plug from the 
wall socket first, then disconnecting 
the appliance. Once acord is plugged 
into a wall socket, it becomes a 
ready source of electrical energy. 
Many accidents stem from extension 
cords detached from the appliance 
but left in the wall socket. 

4. Don’t jerk an extension cord 
from an outlet by pulling on the 
cord. Take a firm hold on the plug 
and pull. 





5. Never allow a cord to become 
pinched or kinked. Sharp bends or 
heavy pressure break the insulation, 
make your cord a dangerous weapon. 

6. Run cords where they won’t be 
stepped on or be caught under furnt- 
ture. And never run cords under 
rugs. 

7. Never nail cords to the floor or 
wall, and keep them away from radi- 
ators, heating pipes, plumbing fix- 
tures, or any other metal equipment 
which might become electrified. It’s 
a good general rule never to use an 
extension cord where it is penma-

We had neither the desire nor the 
money for a large home; we wanted 
it small and unpretentious. 

We started work in April, first 
clearing away several oaks and a 
maple which ended their days in our 
fireplace a few months later. The 
stumps were stubborn, but so were 
we, and one by one they came out. 
Down thru roots and stones we dug 
to solid rock. There we built our 
foundation and a tiny basement, 
2% to 5% feet in height. Basement 
and foundation cost less than $50. 


Wuen we finished mixing cement 
and carrying water and stones, we 
felt we’d passed a milestone. Now 
our home began to grow. Sleepers 
and floor joists went on quickly. 
Laying the pine floor gave us a 
chance to check our dimensions. 
Rather than break our small area 
into several mean little rooms, we 
put everything into the living room 
—a living room in the sense that 
everything but dressing, cooking, 
and washing would be done there. 
The bathroom is as small as we 
could make it. The kitchen is really 
an alcove off the living room. The

space—9 feet of it—shoe racks, 
shelves, drawers, and a_ built-in 
dressing niche. That left a space 
16x22 for our living room. 


Srups, rafters, and sheathing 
went up quickly. Then one by one we 
tackled the cedar siding, the wiring, 
the septic tank, and the plumbing. 

Our fireplace provides the warmth 
that makes a winter evening cozy. 
The rest of the heat comes from an 
oil space heater in the basement. It 
heats the area under the floor, which 
in turn heats the upstairs by radia- 
tion. Tho crude, it’s effective, and 
our heating cost the first winter was 
under $100, including the heater. 

We'll probably never think of our 
home as finished, because we’re 
always adding to it. It is so com- 
pletely ours that moving a partition, 
building in a new cabinet, or in- 
stalling another outlet can be done 
without the usual fuss. The home 
fits us better than any other possibly 
could. 

The cost has been a little less than 
$1,000. In two years we will have 
met all costs of house and land, in- 
stead of having mortgaged the next 
20 years of our lives.

Jusr as your own basking in the sun should begin 
cautiously—so with baby’s. Greater care is required, 
tho, with baby, as a few minutes too much sun on his 
tender skin can result in painful burning. 

After baby is 10 weeks old or has reached 10 pounds 
in weight, you may start sunbaths at an open window 
even in winter, provided you have a sunny spot with no 
draft, and the room is warm. A south window is usually 
a fine place. 

Indoors or out, begin with two minutes of direct sun- 
light on bare legs and hands. Increase the time two min- 
utes more each day to about 15 minutes in all. As the 
weather gets warmer, gradually expose more and more 
skin. Finally, when the sun feels [ Continued on next page

panties. Limit this first outdoor sun- 
ning to five minutes divided between 
back and stomach. Gradually in- 
crease the time until baby’s daily 
sunbath is of 30 to 40 minutes’ dura- 
tion. 

Be sure the sun is not shining in 
his eyes. Tan him gradually. In 
intensely hot weather do not put 
him out in direct sunlight, especially 
between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. At 
such times, he may air in the shade 
and will absorb his Vitamin D from 
the reflected light. 

Ask your doctor if he wants you to 
cut down the amount of Vitamin D 
concentrate or fish oil. If he thinks 
baby is getting plenty of sun, he may 
recommend this.

camps, lodges, and chalets, you’ll be 
comfortable in slacks, shorts, levis, 
sweaters. But if you’re staying at one 
of the big hotels or dropping in for 
dinner and an evening program, 
you'll also want “‘city clothes’”—a 
medium-weight business suit or 
tweeds for men, a pastel suit, sum- 
mer dress, and pastel topcoat for 
women. In the larger hotels slacks 
and shorts are not acceptable; eve- 
ning clothes are not always a must, 
but are usually an asset.

Wild Life. For admiring but not for 
feeding: deer, bear, mountain sheep, 
beaver, elk, moose. An early-morn- 
ing visit to the incinerator about 15 
minutes walk from Jasper Park 
Lodge may reward you with sight 
of 20 bruins, black, brown, singly 
and in family groups. Keep your 
distance, and don’t hold out your 
hands. You'll find them too busy 
eating to notice you. Failing sight of 
animals in their natural habitat, 
drive thru the animal paddocks just 
out of Banff. Buffalo, mountain 
sheep, deer, fenced in just enough to 
keep them in view. If you want to 
be sure to recognize what you see, 
visit the Banff Museum, next to the 
government information bureau. 


Flowers. They're everywhere, from

THIS, gentlemen, is a wrist watch. 
As you see by the diagram, a watch 
has a balance staff, escapement 
lever, hair spring, jewel bearings, 
and various other appurtenances, 
including three overdue payments. 

An old razor blade, a pair of 
tweezers, and a large needle are the 
only tools needed for the average 
watch-tinkering job. 

As you more advanced students 
know, removal of the works from the 
case is a comparatively simple oper- 
ation.

With the hard outer shell shucked 
off, the next step, for some obscure 
reason (possibly Freudian) is remov- 
al of the balance staff. Judicious 
probing with the needle will eventu- 
ally effect its extraction. 

Usually the hair spring flops out 
of its own accord, with the escape- 
ment lever dangling from it, half 
apologetically, like a seasick monkey 
clinging to a ship’s starboard signal 
halyard. If you have never seen one 
of our simian cousins in such a pre- 
dicament, you have indeed missed 
one of life’s finer things. 

At this particular point in the 
game, it is almost always advisable 
to let well enough alone. What can a 
guy accomplish without a regular 
set of watchmaker’s tools, anyway? 

It’s been great fun, at any rate, so 
we'll just put the thing back to- 
gether, saying naught to anyone, and 
charge it off to Experience. 

If only it were as simple as that! 

Proper reassemblage requires that 
the balance staff be set precisely in 
its bearings, with the trident-shaped 
end of the escapement lever engaged 
with a pin on the staff and the hair 
spring stuffed into place between 
them. A difficult feat, it is, and one 
whose execution invariably taxes the 
human mind and bone and sinew to 
several degrees past the collapsing 
point, Baumfort scale. 

Jewel breakage is highly possible.

WATER SYSTEMS. 
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THIS is the business end of a vacu- 
um cleaner. It contains an electric 
motor, a fan, lint, six wads of chew- 
ing gum (brand on request), and two 
artificial cherries from your mother- 
in-law’s hat. 

In vacuum-cleaner tinkering, sep- 
aration of the motor from the chassis 
is manual labor, especially if the fan 
is the type whose extraction involves 
considerable unintentional bending 
and a few links of profanity. Bent 
fans are noisy. 

For that matter, so are certain 
relatives-by-marriage. 

In removing the motor armature, 
the shaft should be nicked in several 
places with a small Stillson wrench. 
A nicked shaft insures a tight bear- 
ing fit, which in turn insures exces- 
sive vibration and similar annoy- 
ances. 

The commutator (the ring of cop- 
per bars at the east end of the arma- 
ture, in case you know what the 
armature is) may be cleaned by be- 
ing whittled down with a boy-scout 
knife.

THING 
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THIS is a typewriter. How type- 
writer manufacturers manage to in- 
trude so many parts into even their 
more inexpensive models is some- 
thing that violates every law of dis- 
placement. In justice to the manu- 
facturers, it must be admitted that 
most of the parts have a definite 
function. 

The first step in typewriter dver- 
haulage, excommunication of the 
carriage, normally includes loss of 
several ball bearings. While their 
omission may produce mild typo- 
graphical errors, it’s nothing to lose 
sleep over. After all, it would be a 
dull world if everything were perfect. 

Tossing carriage troubles aside, 
let us meander into a few upkeep 
generalities. Platen rollers may be 
treated with a weak solution of mu- 
riatic acid. Naturally, this will cause 
the outer rubber coating to peel 
from the platen. Why anyone should 
want this result is beyond me. Type 
segments should be cleaned with a 
stiff brush, using a rotary motion 
and highly explosive cleaner’s gas, 
after which they should be par- 
boiled, garnished with parsley, and 
served in the regular manner. 

Spacing, ribbon-reversal, and key- 
action mechanisms should be pried

Mosr people take a dog as they 
find him. Cute? Sure! Lovable? You 
said it! Faithful? And how! They’ll 
bestow a friendly pat on a dog— 
even say a few kind words to him, on 
occasion. And that about sums up 
man’s relationship to his pet these 
days. 

Most of us miss entirely the signi- 
ficance in those clear, hazel eyes.

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recorded as surviving up to 40,000 
years ago, he was large. and mon- 
erel-looking, probably the size of a 
coyote, with erect, rounded ears 
and marked by irregular brown and 
yellow spots. 

Somewhere during the Holocene 
period (40,000 years ago to the 
present) the dog emerged in a semi- 
tame state looking something as he 
does today.

The part- 
nership was consummated on the 
spot, before the other animals knew 
what had taken place. 

The dog swore allegiance to man, 
promptly cut himself off from all the 
rest of the animal kingdom—and 
he’s kept the bargain ever since. 
Witness the story of bambi, where 
the hound pursues and runs down a 
wounded fox, who pleads for mercy.

the dog. Whereupon the fox de- 
nounces him, calls him traitor, turn- 
coat, renegade.

Wauen your babies are tiny, it is 
hard to think ahead to the day they 
will become grownups. Yet this is 
the time to start savings accounts for 
them and plans for financing their 
higher education. A reader, Mrs. 
Marjorie G. Gerhardt of Ruther- 
ford, New Jersey, describes her 
method of saving for her children. 
She puts aside five cents every week 
during a baby’s first year, increasing 
the contribution five cents a week for 
every succeeding year. The most she 
will be putting away at any one time 
for each child is a dollar a week dur- 
ing his twentieth year. By the chil- 
dren’s twenty-first birthdays, the 
Gerhardts will have saved $546 for 
each of them—a nice sum for a 
‘coming-of-age’ present. 

A financial expert could probably 
tell you how to increase these savings 
even more—by investing in savings 
bonds, for instance, when the nickel 
savings accumulate sufficiently, and 
reinvesting as the bonds mature. Or 
perhaps this same amount paid on 
endowment insurance would yield 
more. But the point is, right now is 
when you should begin putting 
away regular amounts, in some 
manner, for that important fund 
which may some day influence the 
course of your child’s life.

May is last-minute time for transplanting evergreens. After 
the new growth gets 2 inches long, you’ll have to wait until the 
summer heat slows growth enough to make the shoots firm enough 








again. 

As the final frost date arrives in your locality, you can set out 
your annuals, both vegetable and flower. If you are in doubt 
about the weather, leave space in the beds for the more-tender 
varieties and set out only the hardier types. 

You'll find that seedlings suffer less from transplanting if you 
water them thoroly the night before they are dug. Tall, spindly 
plants can be pinched back at transplanting time to force them to 
become bushier. And don’t plant too deeply.

Sow summer-blooming annuals now. If you are troubled by 
shade, try sweet alyssum, clarkia, godetia, and torenia. 
Start biennials and perennials now instead of in August: 


There’s more moisture and a cooler temperature for germination. 
These seven are especially good: goldentuft alyssum, coreopsis, 
Shasta daisy, gerbera, hollyhock, platycodon, and stokesia. 


Dig and store spring bulbs only after the tops turn yellow. In 
the Middle and Upper South it’s time to plant caladium, canna, 


dahlia, gladiolus, ismene, montbretia, tuberose, and. zephyranthes. 
Get to your local rose show, ready with notebook and pencil, to 
choose the varieties you want in your garden next year. 

Feed the roses heavily, as much as 5 pounds per 100 square feet. 
Prune spring shrubs and hardy climbing roses after they bloom. 
Dust azaleas and camellias with sulfur to kill redspider-mites, 
and spray with oil emulsion to kill scale. 

Replace early vegetables with second-crop plantings. In the 
Lower South it’s time to set out sweet potatoes, eggplants, tomatoes. 
Feed your lawn, using 3 to 4 pounds of plant food for each 100 
square feet. Or you can renovate it, using “hulled”? Bermuda grass 


seed or stolons of Koysia matt l. centipede, or St. Augustine.

Texas—Southiest 


Sow lily seeds in a sandy soil, making drills 6 inches apart and 
1 inch deep. It’s too late to plant bulbs. 

Prune rambler roses and wisterias after they have bloomed. 
Don’t remove foliage from bulbs until it dies: it’s needed to 
help the bulb replace the food used for blooming. 

Don’t let your flowers go to seed. This is especially important 
for sweetpeas, larkspur, poppies, alyssum, and most annuals. 

Feed the peonies after they finish blooming. 


Cut off and burn tent caterpillar nests as soon as they appear. 
Pick off and burn the bagworms from evergreens. 

Keep the garden clean, removing all possible hiding places for 
insects. Nothing means quite as much for the welfare of your plants. 
Divide your iris after they bloom. 


Dig ranunculus and anemones and store them in sacks in a cool 
place until they are replanted in December. 
Move tropical waterlilies to the pool.

Set out annuals from flats to have early blooms, or sow them in 
the ground where they are to flower. When your seedlings are 5 
inches high, pinch out the top inch to make them bush out. 

Thin out grapevines, leaving only two side shoots at each joint, 
Sow corn and beans at 2-week intervals for a succession of crops. 
Spray your evergreen shrubs, including camellias, for protec- 
tion against the strawberry weevil, a pest that begins to fly by mid- 
May, feeding by night, eating half-moon holes into the edges of 
leaves. Spray three times at 3-week intervals, using lead arsenate. 
Feed asparagus generously about May 25, and stop cutting, 
Stake tomatoes at planting time (May 25 to 30), and train to 
one or two main stems for the biggest yields. —Ada V. Turner 


Central—East 


Side-dress with plant food all seedlings three weeks after they 
are set out. Three pounds for each 100 feet or row is standard. 
Sow seeds of tender annuals about May 15. By the time they 
germinate, there’ll be little danger of frost injury. 

Don’t attempt to cover by hand such dustlike seeds as petunias. 
Instead, use a sieve to get a thin layer of soil over them. Water with 
a fine mist to prevent washing. 

Don’t transplant perennials after they start into active growth. 
Start staking tall-growing perennials when they get about 2 feet 
high. Be sure your stakes are long enough for mature height. 
Cut off and burn tips of rhododendron shoots injured by borers. 
Bury the soft, new tips of tender plants when hard frost is 
imminent. This gives adequate protection and slows plant growth. 
Spray spireas, roses, and delphiniums with nicotine sulfate to 


_ control aphids, abundant on new green shoots in cool weather. 


Plant a succession of green crops until hot, dry weather starts. 
Plant onion sets for green onions about 3 inches deep. to force 
them to develop long white stems that are sweet and crisp. But those 
for winter storage should be just deep enough to be protected against 
sunburn. Get these planted now to give them time to mature before 
hot weather arrives. —RHarvey Bicknell

Shear back perennials which have bloomed. Make cuttings from 
chrysanthemums, geraniums, helianthemums, and even favorite 
violas. Try rooting these in vermiculite (October, page 9). 

Feed and water edging plants regularly to get even growth. 
Plant a few chrysanthemums in cans so they can be moved 
into vacant spots when they bloom. Choose long-season varieties. 
Feed fuchsias weekly, and spray with water daily to control 
thrips. Don’t cultivate deeply, but apply mulch to keep the soil cool. 
Allow cactus cuttings to dry for a few days before inserting 
them in the sand for rooting. Then tie them to tiny stakes so they 
won’t be deeper than 1 inch in the sand. 

Make another sowing of vegetables, and set out your tomatoes. 
Try a few orchids this year, planting them in soil and leafmold 
held in place by wire netting in the crotch of a tree. Epidendrums 
are easiest to grow, but try also laelia and cattleyas. 

Cut long stems on your carnations so that new flowers will 
start near the ground. —Alfred C. Hotles

THE DIARY OF A 


Plain Dirt 
Gardener

By Harry R. O’Brien 
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That little tool shed I built 20 years ago still serves, 
and the “little” trees now are higher than the house 


May 1 Donald, with strange enthu- 
siasm, cultivated the peonies again 
with the garden tractor. David 
failed to do any more lawn mowing 
but vows he is inventing a gadget to 
repair the clutch on the power 
mower. 

I continued with sowing of peren- 
nial seeds in a frame until I had used 
up the available prepared space. I 
also finished up the transplanting of 
the vegetable plants from the hotbed 
into the coldframe. 





This is one garden job I positively 
hate. . . . It’s so hard to get down 
on my knees and work on a board 


Then off in a drizzle of rain to a 
meeting of our men’s rose club. To- 
night’s business was mainly devoted 
to perfecting arrangements for our 
rose show next month. 


May 2 I’m digging and cultivating 
over the beds. Some old clumps that 
need resetting, I dig, divide into two 
or four new ones, and put back. I’m 
still moving in surplus plants from 
last year’s propagating bed, over 
beyond the strawberries. 

Also I took up again the dividing 
of perennial clumps into small divi- 
sions to reset into this year’s propa- 
gating bed. Thus I aim to grow me 
more clumps. 

For instance, I have a fine Shasta 
daisy. It is unusually hardy, and I 
have been keeping it going for years. 
I divided one old clump to make 
about 15 small ones, which I set in a 
row across the propagating bed. 

Then for 20 years or more I have 
been growing a Nepeta. Someone 


gave it to me, and I have never been 
able to identify it. It is more compact 
with a deeper bloom than the well- 
known Nepeta mussini or Persian cat- 
nip. Two old clumps of this I divided 
into small pieces and set them near 
the daisies. 


May 3 There was an angel food 
cake for supper tonight—it being the 
joint birthdays of the boys. Said 
young gentlemen celebrated by do- 
ing no garden work. But for poor old 
dad, things went on as usual. 

Main job was digging, dividing, 
and resetting more of my old clumps 
of mums. Mums, you see, should be 
divided and reset every spring. I aim 
to get ’em planted all over the place. 
I want to make a terrific splash of 
color by fall. 

To Maggie’s disgust, I was no- 
where about when the call came for 
that birthday supper. I had gone 
over to a nursery on the river road 
to look over their list of mums. | 
came home with five new varieties. 


May 4 Began another practice 
neglected for several years. This was 
to set some mum divisions close to- 
gether in rows in a_ propagating 
frame to get them started off. I use a 
mixture of peat, sand, and soil. Set 
here, 4 to 6 inches apart, each way, 
and watered in with some plant 
food dissolved in the water, they will 
acquire a mass of roots in a few 
weeks. 

Then I can dig them with a ball of 
earth and transplant them to where 
needed. This is an Irishman’s lazy 
method to get away from potting up 
divisions and sinking the pots in a 
frame until they develop roots. 

By the way, the mums which re- 
ceived no covering whatsoever last 
winter came thru much better than 
did those which I had carefully cov- 
ered with an umbrella of straw. The 
covered ones which did survive have 
been much slower in getting started 
this spring. This is why I’m doing 
work now that should have been 
done weeks ago. [ Turn to page 2/4

May 5 More bearded iris coming 
into bloom. These are in between 
the dwarf and the tall bearded, both 
in time of bloom and in size. If I 
were king, I’d make a rule that 
everybody must have at least three 
clumps of them about the place. 


May 6 Vegetable ground now all 
ready, I put out first planting of 
sweet corn. This was several hy- 
brids with differing maturing dates, 
so the season will-be prolonged. Also 
put out more carrots, béets—with 
few radish seed in each row—and 
some onion sets. These, tho, went in 
the early vegetable bed, hand 
spaded. 

Other work was to finish sowing 
perennial seeds in frame. After sow- 
ing, I firmed down the soil with flat 
board. Then laid strips of burlap on 
the ground. Put lath shade over top 
of frame. 


May 7 The pyrethrum seeds are 
beginning to come thru. So took bur- 
lap off them. If this isn’t done at 
once, the seedlings will get spindly 
and white. 


May 9 Thoughts went a long way 
back this afternoon. It was just 20 
years ago this week that we bought 
our land, out here on a side road.

That next week, Maggie, Donald, 
and I drove out. With a 50-foot 
measuring tape and stakes, we laid 
off the place—from the front lawn, 
back to the brow of our little ravine

As we worked, little 
Donald, not much over two, toddled 
around almost hidden by the tall 
grass. 

Before the week was over, a farmer 
had plowed the garden space for us. 
Right in the spot where two of my 
rose beds now stand, I planted a few 
vegetables. Alongside I began to set 
out divisions of perennial flowers 
from our little garden in town. 

In June I built a little tool shed by 
myself. It is crude, but it still serves, 
after all these years, tho I did move 
it back against the fence some years 
ago. That fall and winter we built 
our house, and I began to set out 
trees and shrubs. Today the little 
trees are higher than the house. 

Our original plan was to take 
five years to get everything planted. 
But along came David—who cost 
money for arrival. Along came the 
depression. There was that terrible

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summer when Donald was so sick, 
down at the hospital, and we fought 
for him with specialists and serums 
and what not. 

For many a year it was nip and 
tuck between us and sheriff to meet 
the mortgage payments.

I slammed shut the old desk at 
2, grabbed hat and my little camera 
loaded with color film, and lit out. 

One of the big surprises of the day 
was none of the new, expensive 
varieties I saw, such as Blue Shim- 
mer, Azure Skies, Brown Thrasher, 
Ola Kala, and so on. It was an older 
one, now down in price range where 
common folks can afford it, that I 
had never seen before. This was 
Snoqualmie, a solid deep cream 
color of large bloom. This is one ’m 
going to buy. 

Then dashed downtown to meet 
David at the jewelry store to buy 
him his high school graduation pres- 
ent—for he’s due to get out of high 
school in a few days.

that leave you breathless are Star- 
dom and Old Parchment. 


May 22 Ground is drying fast, and 
we have three weeks of wet weather 
to overcome. Donald got out the 
garden tractor and cultivated the 
vegetable space not yet planted. 
Dear me—when I looked around 
after supper, I found that he had 
cultivated out five rows of the sun- 
flower seeds I had sown across the 
far end. He meant well. (Later note 
—they came up anyhow.) 





May 25 Iris kept opening up all 
day. These were the new ones. Folks 
may think I’m bragging, just to 
mention them or get the idea I’m a 
rich man. But remember, that dur- 
ing the war period I didn’t get a 
single new iris, so maybe I’m en- 
titled to catch up a bit now. 

Some of these new ones are dark 
Indiana Night, Grand Canyon, 
Ranger, The Admiral, Daybreak, 
Wabash, Great Lakes, and Berkeley 
Gold. Both Persian Prince and City 
of Lincoln opened. These are similar, 
both with gorgeous yellow standards 
and reddish falls. Among the older 
ones to brag about are the reddish 
Garden Magic, Copper Lustre, The 
Red Douglas, Junaluska, and Cali. 
fornia Gold. These latter are all good 
buys for a gardener who doesn’t 
want to invest too much money. 

Between watching the iris, I 
finished a careful, close-up hoeing of 
the roses. And well-nigh ruined my- 
self. I so laid onto the hoe handle 
that I tore my right shoulder out by 
the roots. Forgot to mention that 
last night I gave the roses a good 
dusting. 


May 26 This should have been a 
day of iris glory. This morning 
Elmohr, the 1945 Dykes medal 
winner, was open—a great rich red- 
velvet. But it rained, was dark and 
windy. Two or three times I pad- 
dled out in my rubber arctics. 


May 27 Hard rain all day. This is 
the twenty-second day that rain has 
fallen this month. All outdoors is 
soaked and damp and soggy. Weeds 
stand high. Water covers where by 
now cabbage and tomato plants 
should be set out. No glads planted. 
Some kind of big white mushrooms 
are coming up in the rose beds. 


May 29 Dusted roses today with 
the new general-purpose dust. This, 
which I bought from a local dealer, 
contains 10 percent Fermate, for 
blackspot, 64 percent dusting sulfur 
for mildew and blackspot along with 
3 percent DDT and 1 percent rote- 
none for insect controls. There are 
commercial brands containing the 
Fermate and varying mixtures of 
other chemicals. 


May 31 Summoned the planting 
brigade. Donald dug _ vegetable 
plants from frame. I set them out. 
David followed, watering them in 
with water in which he had dissolved 
one trowelful of plant food to three 
gallons of water.

The truth about moles! 


Wauen your lawn is crisscrossed 
with mole runs, it’s little comfort to 
know that the mole is a useful fellow, 
that bugs, beetles, cutworms, spi- 
ders, and grubs constitute the main 
items Of his diet, or that a moje in a 
single day may eat more than his 
own weight in pests. 

Moles rarely eat roots. They un- 
dermine lawns and gardens only 
because such spots are favorite hang- 
outs for beetles and grubs.

First step in any mole hunt is to 
locate the main runway by tramping 
down or rolling all the tunnels in the 
system. Hourly inspection will show 
which runways are being used. 


In HIS search for food, a well- 
meaning mole may dig 200 feet of 
tunnel in a night, burrowing down a 
row of flowers or vegetables, looking 
for insects feeding on the roots. 
Plants suffer in two ways: the roots 
are disturbed, and the plants may 
die if the soil cracks and air and sun 
enter. 

But it’s not too late to clamp down 
on moles. No one control method 
works every time. Here are five 
methods worth a trial: 





Traps are probably the most effec- 
tive way to get rid of moles. There 
are a number of traps available, all 
of them effective. The supply is not 
plentiful, but maybe you can bor- 
row one from a neighbor. 

Set the trap on a straight section 
of the runway. Flatten the entire 
tunnel before setting the trap, or a 
suspicious mole will by-pass it. For 
best operation loosen the soil with a 
fork or trowel. [ Turn to next page

On the other hand, moles 
aren’t choosy about whose tunnel 
they use. You may catch several at 
one spot.

Poison gas often does the job.. You 
can use either calcium cyanide or 
the exhaust from your car. Warning: 
both gases are highly poisonous to man. 
Use care. A special cyanide gun (il- 
lustrated) or your garden dust gun 
will blow the calcium cyanide crys- 
tals into the runways. Make certain no 
cyanide crystals remain in gun or duster 
when you finish. Or, you can fasten a 
piece of garden hose to the exhaust 
pipe on your car and push the other 
end of the hose a few inches into a 
runway. 

Do not flatten the runways when 
using gas. Be sure, tho, that you 
treat them quickly and thoroly. Re- 
peat the gas treatment every 10 feet 
along the runway. 

Moles often attempt to escape the 
gas. Be ready with a spade. 


Poisons are not always effective in 
controlling moles. It is difficult to 
develop a poisoned food acceptable 
in place of living grubs, worms, and 
insects. Poisoned pellets, used liber- 
ally, may have a repellent effect and 
cause the moles to abandon that por- 
tion of the runway. 

Seed treatment is also rarely ef- 
fective in controlling moles. Moles 
are not interested in seeds, but in the 
insects which eat them. Treatment, 
however, often prevents decay of 
seeds. Then there is less to interest 
insects, hence fewer insects to inter- 
est moles. 


Moth balls are obnoxious to mole’. 
Moles often abandon treated run- 
ways, tho they'll probably invade 
previously undisturbed portions of 
lawn or garden. 


Lead arsenate usually protects an 
area not yet invaded by moles, but 
has little or no effect on those al- 
ready present. Lead arsenate is ap- 
plied at the rate of 1 pound for each 
100 square feet of lawn. Apply it dry 
or as a spray. 

If applied dry, the lead arsenate 
should be soaked into the ground. A 
single treatment may protect an 
area from one to five years. A band 
of lead arsenate 2 feet wide acts as an 
effective barrier to keep moles out 
of an area too large to treat in its 
entirety. — By Dr. Harold Guyderson

How to Kill Ants 


Kourcuen, lawn, or picnic va- 
riety—bite- or king-size, ants are a 
nuisance. But whatever the type, 
squashing or swatting the worker 
ants—those you see outside the nest 
—doesn’t affect the queen or the 
new brood unless so many workers 
are killed that the colony starves. 
Your best bet for a permanent rid- 
dance is to give the workers a poison 
that kills slowly. Then there'll be 
time for the worker to get the poison 
back into the nest... 


Flying ants 


Every ant colony occasionally 
produces a swarm of flying ants. 
These are the young queens and 
males in their mating flight. They 
often are mistaken for flying ter- 
mites. But termites have narrow, 
transparent wings twice as long as 
their bodies. 


Ants in the house 


Get a poison bait. Ants have their 
likes and dislikes about food, so buy 
a bait that resembles whatever they 
are stealing from you. Thallium sul- 
fate is the closest approach to a uni- 
versal ant poison, killing both the 
sugar-eaters and the grease-eaters. 
But it’s also highly poisonous to 
humans and pets. 

DDT, either as a 10-percent dust 
or a 5-percent spray, kills many 
kinds of ants. Two new super DDT’s, 
1068 and piperonyl, are worth a 
trial if DDT fails to solve your ant 
problem. 

These chemicals can be painted 
or sprayed on the floor near the 
baseboards. Ants that walk across 
the treated areas will pick up enough 
poison to kill them. Piperonyl and 
DDT preparations continue to kill 
ants for as long as two months after 
the floor is treated. 


Ants under walks and drives 


Pour 2 tablespoons of carbon di- 
sulfide into the entrance crack after 
dark when all the ants are in the 
nest. Repeat 24 hours later. This 
vile-smelling liquid changes into a 
highly inflammable gas, so don’t 
use near open flames. If the nest is 
close to the surface, pouring boilirtg 
water into it usually provides effec- 
tive control. 


Ants in lawns and gardens 


Poke holes 4 inches deep and 12 
inches apart thruout the infested 
area. Pour 3 tablespoons of carbon 
disulfide or 1 tablespoon of calcium 
cyanide into each hole. Push the soil 
together to seal in the lethal fumes. 
Calcium cyanide fumes are deadly 
to humans, so use care. 

Fumes of both chemicals can in- 
jure plants. When the ants are nest- 
ing near your perennials or shrubs, 
break open the nest and thoroly dust 
the exposed ants, especially the 
young ones. Use your garden rote- 
none, piperonyl, or 10-percent DDT 
powder. Repeat treatment a week 
later. Or you can flood the nests with 
a soapy pyrethrum solution.

see its “social implication.” Most of 
us call it the human side. Any art 
should be so considered. 

There used to be a lot of talk 
about “art for art’s sake.”” We don’t 
see much about that any more ex- 
cept at the movies—a prominent 
motion-picture company in money- 
minded Hollywood still bears the 
motto, “ars gratia artis.” Yet, even in 
Hollywood, art exists for society’s 
sake. Whether you think its chief 
purpose is educating the American 
people, corrupting our juveniles, or 
feathering the lucite nest of a movie 
magnate, the social implication is 
there. You can’t isolate art or archi- 
tecture from the society it reflects 
and was intended for. 

People scoff at the unused farm 
“parlor” of yesterday, which in 
many localities still survives. It’s op- 
posed to our modern ideas of func- 
tionalism, and we’re apt to regard it 
as a strange architectural concoction 
conceived for funerals. Actually it 
was a genuine expression of a pre- 
machinery farm age, a wistful sym- 
bol of a social life for which there 
was not time. It was a dream come 
true only in a room never used. 


We LAUGH sometimes at those 
wide front porches, which faded out 
of style so very quickly. They, too, 
are a social symbol, suggesting a lei- 
surly, friendly life where privacy and 
haste did not seem so important as 
they do today. Street traffic moved 
slowly, and from a vantage point on 
your comfortable porch you could 
keep track of the doings of your 
friends. On warm summer evenings, 


neighbors called across to each other. 
You caught up on the day’s activi- 
ties at home and afar. You didn’t 
have to read a newspaper ‘so long 
as Neighbor Jones read it for you. 

Maybe that old porth is a feature 
you'll retain because it says ‘‘wel- 
come” to your guests and “home” 
to you. You see beauty in it. You re- 
member beauty isn’t in a theory 
book but in the eye of the beholder. 
If You prefer certain features of your 
old house, keep them. Keep that 
porch, for instance. You can still add 
a second, more concealed one, if you 
want it, for privacy in dining or en- 
tertaining. You can add bathrooms, 
a study, a garden room, modern 
lighting and heating—yet still keep 
your old-fashioned house. It’s home- 
ly, but as the English use the word— 
familiar, homelike, comfortable. If 
you prefer an old house, make it 
beautiful—think it beautiful—admit 
it’s beautiful. It is! 


No, YOU’RE not queer! The old- 
style house may have associations for 
you that a new home never could. 
Maybe you’re the kind of people 
who would look stretched out in a 
modern house or cramped in a 
compact Colonial.

of his like-minded fellows went about 
to clubs and church suppers and 
school meetings and wherever people 
were congregated, and they pro- 
jected their pictures on screens and 
cried out for civic cleanup. “The 
streets where you live are more ugly 
than the fields where beasts live,” 
they cried. 


Ir WAS quite a story in its day. The 
newly formed American Civic As- 
sociation elected McFarland presi- 
dent and sent him over the country 
telling it. ““The Harrisburg Awaken- 
ing,” he called it. 

In those days the wonders of 
Niagara Falls drew visitors from 
much of the world, but private ex- 
ploitation was threatening to make 
the falls one vast hot-dog stand. In 
Washington our national parks, too, 
were hanging on by the edge. There 
was no plan for acquiring or develop- 
ing or maintaining them. They were 
inaccessible, without roads. Only 
200,000 people visited them in 1910, 
and half of these went to the Arkan- 
sas Hot Springs for their health. 


Anp out over the country even the 
idea for municipal playground parks 
was considered new and dangerous. 
With McFarland it was different. 
He saw a day ahead when America 
would picnic in wooded parks, play 
tennis on well-kept public courts, 
swim in glistening public pools. He 
saw a day when an America on 
wheels would pour into national 
parks from across the nation, hunger- 
ing for the uncommercialized, un- 
sullied wildness—good vision in the 
day of the Kisselkar, the Rambler, 
and the Apperson, with its “Old 
English Coach of 1820” lines. 


He STUMPED the country like a 
whirling dervish in behalf of play- 
ground parks. He led the fight that 
set up an International Niagara 
Falls Control Board and halted the 
exploitation. He led the American 
Civic Association thru a bitter and 
successful 10-year struggle for legis- 
lation to establish our national park 
system and preserve some of our 
wildlife and scenic beauty for all 
men. Nine days after Wilson went 
into office the new Secretary of In- 
terior, Franklin K. Lane told Mc- 
Farland, “‘If what you say is true, 
the national parks are being run 
about the same as if a railroad were 
operating its trains without a dis- 
patcher.” It was true. It was 
changed. 

“I’m more proud of that than 
anything else I ever did,” McFar- 
land said recently. 

Last year our national parks had 
21,000,000 visitors. 


Down thru the years McFarland 
has never stopped fighting for some 
cause. He has served thru two dec- 
ades on the Niagara Board of Con- 
trol. He is still, at 88, a member of 
our National Park Trust Fund Board. 
He is still, after 46 years of it, the 
secretary of the Municipal League 
of Harrisburg. He is still, after 20 
years, chairman of the Art Com- 
mission of: Pennsylvania. And he is 
still working for roadside beautifica- 
tion, a job he began in the days of

mud roads and the famous Model T. 
Carbon copies of his published 
articles for gardening and against 
ugliness fill five 2-inch-thick books. 
Notes for his speeches, delivered in 
every state in the union, fill half the 
drawers in his’ double-size desk. 

He can’t get around the country 
to speak now, but he still writes. He 
sees so much to be done. Our cities 
have their sewage systems, their 
playground parks. But they still are 
great, sprawling, unplanned net- 
works of blight and confusion. 
They’re choked with traffic. They’re 
corroded with soot and smoke. 
They’re diseased with slums. They 
are grim with factories that are not 
yet landscaped. Their outlying high- 
ways are a nightmare of junk and 
signs. 

You cannot look at what McFar- 
land has done and still doubt your 
power—the power of the individual 
with rolled-up sleeves—to carry on 
the job. 

But J. Horace McFarland, as a 
gardener and printer, has also left a 
deep imprint. He has been printing 
gardening catalogs steadily since 
1878, 11 years before the Johns- 
town flood. Unquestionably, he has 
printed more words about garden- 
ing than any other man dead or 
alive. 

He opened his own shop in 
Harrisburg at 19. One of his first 
customers, an old nurseryman in 
Louisville, was so pleased with the 
print job that he suggested that if

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Maybe it is just as well. He is now 
easily one of the big three among 
garden-catalog printers. He gets out 
some 200 catalogs a year now. Each 
spring they are read by more people, 
and more eagerly, than all the cur- 
rent best sellers combined. If he has 
never become a millionaire out of it, 
he at least was able to pay $5,300 
for a Marmon 34 back in 1920, after 
he had wrecked his first car on the 
way home from making a gardening 
talk in Amherst, Massachusetts. 


Mc FARLAND got his start as a 
printer on his father’s temperance 
newspaper during Ulysses S. Grant’s 
first term, in 1871. He was only 12, 
had been in school only four years, 
but his father needed him to kick a 
foot press on the second-floor bal- 
cony of their home, because the 
elder McFarland had lost one of his 
own legs while commanding the 
151st Pennsylvania Volunteers at 
Gettysburg. Colonel McFarland 
taught school for a while after the 
war, and then, alarmed at the heavy 
drinking that was going on, started 
his temperance weekly, and, to help 
make ends meet, a nursery. 

“I grew up working with plants 
in a Christian home, under the eye 
of that finest of all women, a Metho- 
dist mother,” J. Horace once wrote, 
“and the combination of the type 
and the nursery switched me into 
the thought of specializing in print- 
ing for nurserymen, for then I could 
love the things I printed about.” 

McFarland found it hard to love 
some of his early customers, tho. One 
in Philadelphia insisted that McFar- 


land retouch a cover photograph for 
him until the watermelons would lie 
so thick in the field that you couldn’t 
walk thru without stepping all over 
them. McFarland wouldn’t do it. 
The man paced up and down the 
pressroom and shouted all right, 
he’d take his catalog elsewhere, and 
McFarland shouted, “All right, you 
take it elsewhere,” and went back 
into his office and slammed the 
door. 

The Philadelphia man didn’t go 
elsewhere, tho; he waited until 
McFarland sent the picture to the 
engraver, and then he had the en- 
graver, whose mother wasn’t a 
Methodist, put the extra melons in. 

McFarland’s 200 catalogs a year 
now are splashed with color and 
average 20,000 copies each. His 
largest catalog, that of Jackson & 
Perkins, the world’s largest rose 
growers, is all in color, runs to 
300,000 copies and costs $20,000. 


Mc FARLAND usually supplies 
his own photographs. He has a col- 
lection of 50,000 to choose from. 
Undoubtedly, it is the largest in the 
world. 

McFarland got started with the 
collection in a peculiar way 53 
years ago. He commissioned an artist 
to draw a stalk of corn, and the artist 
hunted everywhere for a picture to 
use as a guide, couldn’t find one, and 
ended up by drawing the ears out 
of the top of the stalk. That next day 
McFarland bought a camera. 

And for years he carried it every- 
where he went, tho it weighed _al- 
most half as much as he did himself.

He hired other photographers, too, 
and sent them all over the country 
and into other countries to get gar- 
den pictures. This gave him material 
to work with in printing that no 
other printer had. 


One spring he sent one of his men 
out to Portland for rose pictures. Be- 
fore the photographer got there a 
storm beat down all the bloom, and 
he rode the 3,000 miles back across 
the country again. It was a nice 
ride. But soon after that McFarland 
began to develop his own garden— 
a two-and-a-half acre pie-shaped 
wedge of ground out on the east edge 
of Harrisburg—into a series of 
small gardens in which he could 
test out new plants and create pic- 
tures right at home. In the 35 years 
since, this ever-changing garden has 
been photographed thousands of 
times. There probably isn’t a person 
in the country who hasn’t, unknow- 
ingly, seen many parts of it in cata- 
logs, books, newspapers, and maga- 
zines. 

There are 800 different sorts of 
roses in it and so many other plants 
that it takes a 96-page book the size 
of The Reader's Digest just to list 
them. 


‘THousanps have visited the 
garden. It has been open for years on 
Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, 
and on Sunday afternoon. They 
have come from all continents to 
gape and admire and exchange 
cuttings and seeds, gardener fashion. 
They have come so thick that some- 
times in June the garden has to be 
closed to give the grass paths a 
chance to revive. McFarland him- 
self has brought home many of the 
plants from his travels; the biggest 
pine tree he brought from New 
Hampshire, in his suitcase. He 
never did much of the digging; but 
now, when he is able, he goes about 
with his cane in one hand and his 
pruning shears in the other, snipping. 

During the war years his present 
gardener, Miss Snyder, tried to take 
care of the garden with such help as 
she could get. But with its 341 plant 
families and 1,164 species and thou- 
sands of varieties, this was too much. 
It’s not at its best now. 


In ALL his stumping for parks and 
city-planning civic good, McFarland 
has never forgotten to plug for the 
rose. If other flowers are his business, 
the rose is his gospel; he is possessed, 
as one gardening editor put it, with 
a “‘burning enthusiasm to make the 
rose flourish in every garden in 
America.” 

“The rose should be universal 
about the houses, highways, and 
parks of the nation,” he has said 
again and again. ‘““There are varie- 
ties that will endure anywhere. Any 
square yard of soil that can grow a 
good husky weed can grow a good 
hardy climber.” 

McFarland has 800 species and 
varieties of roses in his own garden 
now. Growers from all- over the 
world send him their new, unnamed 
varieties to test and report upon. He 
likes this, because he insists that a 
rose that can’t flourish in the Penn-

recommend to his readers. He has 
written five books on roses; he edited 
the American Rose Society’s annual 
for 26 years; he still writes a monthly 
column for one of the flower maga- 
zines. He helped organize the rose 
society in 1916; the All-America 
Rose Selections were planned in his 
office, too. 


One can’t wonder that for all these 
years of untiring service that have 
so influenced American gardening 
he was awarded the George Robert 
White medal for horticulture in 
1933; the American Rose Society’s 
gold medal for “‘unstinted effort for 
the advancement of the rose in 
America”’ in 1933; the Arthur Hoyt 
Scott award for horticultural pro- 
motion in 1938; the Jane Righter 
medal by the Garden Club of 
America in 1942; and the Dean 
Hole memorial medal of the Na- 
tional Rose Society (England) in 
1942. And there was the Pugsley 
gold medal award of the American 
Scenic and Historical Preservation 
Society for the Niagara protection 
work, too, in 1937. And there have 
been three roses named after him, 
too—Editor McFarland, The Doc- 
tor, and Horace McFarland. 

At 88, McFarland still gets down 
to his office at the Mount Pleasant 
Press from 9 until noon, and then he 
often works for a bit at his home in 
the afternoon. His home-office tele- 
phone is wired directly to the press- 
building switchboard, and when he’s 
home, he’s always picking it up and 
dictating a letter to his secretary, 
quiet, kindly Miss Sara Grimm, who 
went to work for him the year the 
Wright brothers went flying at 
Kitty Hawk. She doesn’t much like 
that dictation over the phone. 


Because catalog printing is a bit 
seasonal, younger men at the Mount 
Pleasant Press have filled in with 
printing for linoleum and machine- 
tool firms. Once late in the depres- 
sion days, when Doctor McFarland 
was out of town, they filled in with 
some broadsides for beer, and tho 
they don’t know if he ever found out 
about it or not, they’ve never tried 
that again. ‘“‘He’d be against any- 
thing like that,” they say. ““He never 
smoked or took a drink of liquor in 
his life—that I know of,”’ says Miss 
Grimm. Sometimes he calls his 
lieutenants in and talks about the 
Mount Pleasant Press after he’s gone. 
He picks up some‘industrial printing 
that is on his desk; shakes his head. 
*‘Better stick to flowers,” he says.

Cook to Cut Food Costs 


Bake one-crust pies to save short- 
ening. Just before serving your open- 
face cherry pie, top it with cottage 
cheese, or softened cream cheese 
pressed thru a pastry tube. Cover 
your baked peach pie with com- 
bined chopped nuts, cinnamon, and 
a little sugar, or a layer of flavored 
whipped cream. Mix raisins with 
your apple filling to increase natural 
fruit sweetness. Save half of sugar 
usually used in the filling for the top 
of pie. It browns to give a crispy 
finished appearance.—Mrs. Grace 
Manfred, Maywood, New Jersey. 


Peanut Butter-Crumb Crust is 
another topping for one-crust pies.

Repeat until 
the dry cloth no longer is stained 
by the wiping, then rinse. 


Fruit stains, wine, and liquor. 
Don’t use soap, it may set the 
stain. Wet a cloth with hot water 
and dab the spot. Scrape off any- 
thing that will scrape. Then rub 
the spot with the cloth wet with 
hot water. Don’t wet the uphol- 
stery any more than you have to, 
because you may get discoloration 
or, particularly on broadcloths, a 
roughened fabric.

If the stain 
isn’t from anything containing 
chocolate, scrape off what will 
scrape with a dull knife, wet a 
cloth with very hot water and rub. 
If the stain persists after you’ve 
worked with clear water, try rub- 
bing with a cloth wet with warm 
soapsuds, then rinse with a cloth 
wet with cold water.

Grease, oil. Use cleaning fluid. 
If the spot is pretty large, likely to 
spread or form a ring, wet the spot 
with fluid and quickly press a 
blotter against it to absorb the 
solvent and grease. Repeat. When, 
by repeating, you can no longer 
get up any grease, but if dirt still 
remains, saturate a rag with luke- 
warm soapsuds, rub, and rinse 
with a clean cloth and cold water. 


Vomit, urine. After somebody 
has “‘upchucked,” and before it 
dries, sponge up what you can 
with a rag and cold water. Then 
follow with suds and lukewarm 
water. Rinse by rubbing with a 
cloth with cold water. If any stain 
remains when the upholstery dries, 
use cleaning fluid. And if one of the 
children (or the dog) has what the 
baby books call an _ accident, 
sponge with lukewarm suds and 
rinse with cold water. Then to 
neutralize the acid and prevent 
discoloring, moisten the spot with 
a cloth dipped in a solution of one 
part household ammonia water 
with five parts water. After a min- 
ute, rinse with a wet cloth.
